■ expiration of open season to ship and sell game. Here, again, 
we see tbe detestable heresy that li.e principal use of game Is to 
eat, and. In blind obedience to It, tbe legislature bows to the 
I sovereignty of the belly. Does any sane man need to be told 
what use la generally made of this well-meant stupidity! Not a 
day, cot an hour should be allowed. 

Almost IB bad as the last Is allowing game to be sold on the 
first day of the open reason, a right Invariably abused. At least 
five days should be chopped off at this end, a power which the 
legislature would undoubtedly have to prevent Infractions of the 
law. even admitting game to be private property. 

But the greatest check, and the one that, will make the swine 
squirm the most, la npon the quantity that may be killed, han¬ 
dled or nsed. I believe my sentiments about big bags are pretty 
well understood by tbe readers of this paper. I think the major¬ 
ity of sportsmen will now concur with me In saying that a man 
who can’t be contented with twenty pinnated grouse, twenty 
quails, twenty ducks, twelve woodcocks, six ruffed grouse, twenty- 
five trout, one deer, elc., lo a day. Is not a sportsman, hut a pig, 
who la entitled to no consideration from the law. I do oot 
mean to say that of every one who exceeds those figures, but I 
mean every man who would oot uphold a law limiting the dally 
bag to about those figures. The bIg-bag man Is worse than the 
market-hunter. If anything. 

1 his would be, too, the most efficient check upon market shoot¬ 
ing. It would cbokeAff him who shoots only fur profit, and In¬ 
jure but lltlle ihat class for whom I have the most profound 
respect, and among which I number some of my very best old 
friends—aportemen who shoot only for pleasure and reUxatlon, 
but who cannot afford to eat their game. 

But It would be grossly unfair to allow this check to stop with 
the shooter, and It would be positively delightful to see Its effects 
ou the smart-headed express companies, commission merchants 
and others that snap their fingers at the present laws. Limit the 
amount that a railroad or express company may carry at a time, 
Ihat a man may exhibit for sale, or have In possession at a time, 
toat a man may serve to customers In a day, etc., etc., etc. 
Make It penal to have in possession trapped or snared birds 
allow only male deer to be killed and sold, and make absence of 
head conclusive evidence of female sex, etc., etc. I won’t take 
time to go through suggestlous on there polnU, for It Is easy to 
see that here lies a vast amount of power that a little ingenuity 
can turn to account, and the most sfflclent of all felUrs that can 
belaid on those who respect uelther tbe law of decency nor the law 
of the land. 

There are other points I would like lo consider If I bad a 
selection of game laws before me, but as It Is, I dare not trust 
my memory any further. But, If tbe few bin’s I have given be 
acted on, we shall have at. least more efficient game laws, thoukb 
still far from perfect.

We dou t care to meotion the gentleman's name who killed tbe 
three tamo ducks for blue-wing teals, and next day had to pay 
one dollar apiece for them. ^

“Of a pale fallow color, llghteet on the lower parte; some are 
while, some black, but few spotted.’’ 

In the “ Sportsman’s Cabinet,’’ published 1604, this breed la 
termed the Pomeranian or wolMog, and the color Is referred to 
as being “ mostly of a pale yellow or cream color, and lightest In 
the lower parts; some are white, some few black, and others, but 
very rarely, spotted.’’ The similarity of this description to the 
one given above renders It more than probable that the two were 
by the same hand, more especially as both works wore published 
at so brief an Interval. According to the latter authority the 
following was the pleasing method of breaking Pomeranians to 
harness adopted In Kamlchatka: “ As soon as the puppies are 
able to see they are thrown Into a dark pit, where they are shut 
up until they are thought able to undergo a trial. They are then 
harnessed with other seasoned dogs to a sledge, with which they 
scamper awaj with all their might, being frightened by the light 
and so many strange objects. After their short trial they are 
again conflned to their gloomy dungeon, and this practice Is re¬ 
peated until they are Inured to the business of drawing, and are 
obedient to their driver. From this moment begins their hard 
and miserable course, only alleviated by the short recreation the 
Summer affords them. As in this season they are of no service.

CHAPTER XXVI. 

The Pomeraiilftii. 

The Pomeranian Is admit t ed- 
ly one of the least iuterestli g 
docs In existence, and conse¬ 
quently bis supporters are few 
and far between. He has not 
that delicate beauty of outline 
which belongs to the toy class 
generally, and hIS unsuita¬ 
bility for field sports renders 
him perfectly useless as a 
sporting dog. The Pomera¬ 
nian Is certainly a foreign Im¬ 
portation, but to what country 
the credit of his production Is 
due, is a matter of conjecture. 
Good specimens of the breed 
have appeared from time to 
time amongst us, which have 
been picked up in Germany, 
Belgium, France and other 
parts of the continent, but 
the dog appears to be claimed 
by no one nation in parllcu-t 
lar, though he certainly resem¬ 
bles tbeF.squlmaux In outline. 
This breed Is fairly popular 
In America under the title of 
the Spitz dog, and we have 
seen a veiy good specimen Im¬ 
ported Into this country by a 
lady wbo had visited the - 
United States. 

As before obferved, the 
virtues of the Pomeranian, 
whatever they may be, have 
failed to gain him many 
frlenda,and this Is hardly to be 
wondered at when his good 
and bad quallllles come to be 
weighed In the balance. 
Against a pretty cost, sharp 
and rather Intelligent face, 
must be reckoned the snappish 
temper and lack of affection 
with which the Poineranisu Is 
so generally credited. Infect, 
this breed looks far more In¬ 
telligent than It really Is, for 
It seems Incapable of develop¬ 
ing even an ordinary amount 
of Instinct. As a guard to a 
bouse, however, ^f kept In¬ 
doors, the Pomeranian Is of 
some service, for his ears are 
keen, and an Inclination to 
bark seems deeply rooted In 
the variety. On the other 
hand, though uncertain and 
treacherous In disposition, bis 
coursge la -very much below 
the average, and a Pomera¬ 
nian would sooner run than 
stand his ground any day. 
From this It may be surmised 
that as a vermin dog, which 
from bis size and shape of 
bead be might reasonably be 
expected to be, in some shape 
or other, a dog of this breed

canine Information, remarks that “ these dogs are white, white 
and-brown, or bull;” thus showing that the white color was 
becoming more popular amongst us. This latter Is by far the 
favorite and most common color In the present day; though some 
authorities (with whom, however, we disagree) rather favor the 
fawn or lemon-colored ^gs. It may, however, be taken as a 
rule that whatever the color Is the dog should be “ whole" col¬ 
ored, not pled, as patches are universally objected to In Fomer- 
aolans. 

As regards bhape, the “ Oynographla Brltannlca" says: " Head 
broad toward neck and narrowing to the mnzzle; ears short, 
pointed and erect; about eighteen Inches high; Is distinguished 
by bis long, thick, and rather erect coat, forming a ruff around 
the neck, but short on the head and ears; the tall large and 
bushy, curled In a ring bn the rump; Instances are few of short- 
coated ones." This description very closely resembles that of 
the modern Pomeranian, which certainly appears to have bene¬ 
fited less from the fostering Influence of the attention of Its ad¬ 
mirers than any other breed. 

Amongst the oupporters of this breed may be mentioned the 
namee of Mr. R. Oldham, of Manchester; Mrs. Benden, of Blreat- 
bam; Mr. Enoch Hutton, Mr. Fawdry, and Mrs. Mayhew. 

The dog we have selected is 
Mr. J. Fawdry’s Charley, who 
has been successful at most of 
the principal shows through¬ 
out the country. He was buru 
1877, and scales eighteen 
pounds. Charley's measure- 
meuta'are: Nose to stop, 1} 
Inches; stop to top of skull, 
3^ Inches; girth of forearm, 5 
Inches; girth of pss'ern, 8J 
Inches; height at shoulders, 10 
Inches; height at elbows, ID 
Inches; height at loins, 16i 
Inches; height at hock, 3^ 
Inches. 

The subj Ined engraving, by 
a German artist, gives a most 
correct Impression of a Pomer¬ 
anian engaged In the conge¬ 
nial tsek of protecting his mas¬ 
ter’s wagon. The black dog 
Is, to our mind, an admirable 
specimen of the breed, and oue 
which displays the chief char¬ 
acteristics of the Po:i.eranlaii 
to a marked extent. 

The points of a Pomeranian 
are not numerous, and the dug 
may be described as follows; 

Skull. —Wide and flat ainl 
foxy-looklng, tapering toward 
the muzzle, which Is very fine. 

Jam. —Rather wide at base, 
but snlpy toward nose. 

Jiart .—Fine and prleked. 
ShOi. —Dark, not too full, 
and almond-shaped. 
b'Acri.—Rather wide. 

Aodp.—Short and cobby- 
looking. 

Stout, and placed well 
under the body. 

Kitt .—Round and small. 

Coat .—Rather coarse, and 
very dense all over the body, 
especially on the lower side of 
the neck. It Is loug all over iho 
body,but short on the head, with 
some feather on the forelegs. 

Tali. —Busby, and curled 
over the back. * 

Color. —White or black. As 
before stated, some permit 
lemon or other shades, but the 
two former arc certainly by far 
the most preferable. Party 
colored dogs are much object- 
ed to. 

(ieurral Ap/iearaiice .—An ac¬ 
tive, sharp-witted dog, capable 
of enduring fatigue, and giving 
every Indication of hardlnesa 
and activity.

Thta U mlly » most une«l««h w»yof doing good u, 
without costing much, there la no doubt that rearing puppies en¬ 
tails some trouble, and they are liable to be mischievous and de¬ 
structive. The man who puts up with such small loconvenlen- 
ces, ther^ore, is a great friend to a hunt, as puppies must be 
walked to render them any good, and the establishment that 
walks roost puppies must necesssrily have the best pack. There 
is some pleasure and satisfaction certainly against the Inconven¬ 
ience as the rearer of a puppy henceforth takes an Interest In the 
pack, and If his particular puppy is honored by a place In the 
entry, an Interest Is establlsbod that may last for some years. 

I knew of one good old bound that passed bis puppvbood at a pub¬ 
lic bouse, and on the days It was known that the pack would pass 
that way, a tew friends Invariably collected to see “our puppy,’’ 
and it was never forgotten to put a bit of breakfast Inside the 
bar, and this tact was never forgotten either by “ the puppy." 
Some people have been good enough to walk puppies all their 
Uvea, and they never fall to send a well-grown one back to the 
kennels. Practice has made them perfect In the art of looking 
after a puppy, or rather of allowing the puppy to look after him¬ 
self; but there are others equally well meaning, though they fall 
through not knowing bow a young animal should be treated to 
malnt^n robust he^th, or to effect a cure In cases of accidents 
or Illness. To such persona directions should bo given, and 
iirst of all a huntsman should never put a puppy out to walk, 
unless the person offering the accommodation was In a 
position to let the puppy run about. A farm Is the best place, 
where there Is a dairy, and a constant relay of pigs feeding. The 
puppy will then be his own provider whenever he pleases, and 
the farmyard will be the center of all his perambulations. I do not 
think too many precautions should be given to take extra care or 
trouble with ibe youngster, only that he should have a dry place 
to sleep In, that he should never be chained up, and never allowed 
to grow thin. In roost other respects he should be let take his 
cbance, as he Is all the better If be Is hardy and learns Independ¬ 
ence. At the same time be Is subject to maladies and diseases, 
and symptoms of such should be explained to those who under¬ 
take to look after puppies. First of all, a foxhound puppy In 
perfect health should look plump, and bis skin should feel clear 
from him,and cool and soft to the hand. If It Is tight and hard, 
and the hair looks staring and particularly puckered up round 
the stem. It Is a certain sign that there Is Irritability somewhere, 
and the probability Is he bse worms. Such signs should be re- 
gsrded at once, and tbe remedy given such as I shall give below. 
He may become mangy, though If he Is given plenty to eat and 
plenty of running about, the chances are that be will not, and 
the worst complaint that may afflict him, though often enough 
tbe direct result of worms, will be distemper. For this reason 
worms should be guarded against above everything, as distemper 
upon worms Is almost certain to kill. Prompt measures are al¬ 
ways tbe most valuable In the treatment of all young animals, 
and therefore. Instead of tbe printed orders sometimes given to 
send for the huntsman If tbe puppy Is taken 111, It strikes me 
more might be done by very precise directions, and that It would 
be a good plan If owners of bounds bad a number of small boxes 
made to contain a few well-tried remedies, ready measured out In 
tbe exact quantities to be given at each dose. This would cost 
but a very small outlay, and the box, bottles, etc., might be re¬ 
turned with tbe puppies, to be replenished for tbe next batch. 
By this mesne, any delay would be avoided, and there Is no doubt 
that, under such circumstances, hundreds of puppies would be 
annually saved. I should propose a plain box, with four dlvls- 
luua ror Dottles to occupy one-half of It, and the space of the 
other half left for a six-penny madUlu 8>a*s to hold the exact 
doses of the fluids prescribed, and for a box of ptnh, 
nuts, powders, a two-penny grater, and a printed list of direc¬ 
tions. Such a box as I mean could be made by a vlUsge carpen¬ 
ter for half-a-crown, and it could bo filled with the Ingredients 
necessary. Including the bottles, for about elghteenpence. Pos¬ 
sibly the puppy would not require anything at all, and under any 
circumstances It does not require an apothecary’s shop to cure 
him. 

I should fill the box as follows:—Bottle No. 1, a slxe to hold 
three doses of castor oil, with directions on bottle to give a third 
If the puppy looked dull and sickening for anything, or If It 
showed symptoms of having taken anything like poison, or In 
case it bad a fit. There Is no simpler medicine than castor oil, 
and a prompt dose of It may often prevent an Illness, whilst in 
cases of symptoms only It Is better not to commence with the act¬ 
ual specific, as If the animal became accustomed to the latter. It 
would lessen Its effect when really required. In another bottle 
I should have three doses of the following: A drachm or sixty 
drops of sweet spirits of nitre, tincture of henbane one drachm, 
tincture of colchlcum half a drachm, powdered camphor one 
drachm, mixed with three ounces of water for three doses. 
Corked down tight this mixture will keep some months, and It Is 
a cooling drench given at Intervals of four hours, when a dog 
shows such symptoms as drowsiness, hot nose, busk, and what 
any ordinary person might expect to be a cold. 'This might re¬ 
sult In distemper, but taken care of for a couple of days, and 
such a drench as the above given. It might very probably pass 
off. In bottle No. 3 I should put three or four doses of diarrhoea 
mixture, and there are several equally efflcaclous, composed 
principally of laudanum and chalk, and In tbe fourth a small 
quantity of arnica for healing a wound, or I could recommend 
something simpler still. The pills, I should add, would 
be Holman and Ham’s, to be obtained at 187 
High-street, Expter, half a pill to be given a puppy 
under six months old, and a whole pill to one 
older, to be given If the puppy Is thought to have distemper, and 
the dose to be repeated In twenty-four hours, in all cases of 
common distemper these two doses are pretty nearly certain to 
cure a puppy, and It Is ordinary distemper that lathe most easily 
detected, and ft la all times the most sudden. If a puppy Is per¬ 
fectly well one day and 111 the next day, refusing hla food, etc., 
It will be common distemper, and there will be no better remedy 
than Holman & Ham’s pills; but If ho gets thin, and seems to 
gradually lose hla spirits and condition. It Is a more complicated 
sort of distemper, and It will be better treated by such cooling 
drenches aa above recommended, until the huntsman la applied 
to for hls treatmeut. For worms I should put Into the box a couple 
of areca nuts and three separate powders of ^Bthlop’s mineral, 
of ten grains each, with directions to grate an areca nut, one- 
third of one at a time, mixing the fresh-grated nut with one of 
the powders In a ball of butter, or quarter of a plot of milk. This 
to be repeated twice, at Intervals of five days, the dog to be 
fasted twelve hours before receiving the dose. I have merely 
given tbe above list of remedies ts a specimen as to how I should 
fill a box that might be of the greatest use to any one who would 
be kind enough to undertake to rear a poppy. I should 
probably use different recipes myself, according to the cases and 
symptoms, as 1 km very confident In tbe use of certain remedies 
that I get out of my own garden, such as stroll for yellows and 
some kinds of distemper, and dandelion root boiled, to be given 
afe an alterative end a tonic; but all this gives a good deal of 
trouble, and ^gaalhly every person would not gather and prepare 
these Ingredlenta properly, which would make up the difference 
as tp the effect this would have. The point to arrive at, appears 
to me to be a Ikndy sort of collection of aoeb simple drugs and 
rmiilllsi as would reqfilie little or no preparation, aad to be ao 


few In number as to make It Impossible that there could be any 
mistakes. It Is always the commencement of ao Illness that re¬ 
quires a remedy In time, and when taken at that Juncture ninety- 
nine out of a hundred will be cured, or In fact, there will bo very 
little Illness at all. I have kept dogs In fair numbers, and doc¬ 
tored my own kennel for three or four-and-twenty years, and I 
can look back at all the fatal cases, and remember that there was 
something to tell against tbe patients by tbe course of clrcum- 
stnees. Either I was busy about other things, and dH not give 
sufficient attention to the report that they were not quite tbe 
thing, or otherwise I have been from home, or, as In three dis¬ 
tinct cases that I can remember, I could not get the Ingredients 
that I wanted until the next day. That waiting until the next 
time one goes to town to get something at the chemist’s, has, I 
expect, killed thousands of puppies. It Is, however, more than 
probable that a lot of foxhound puppies are walked at long dis¬ 
tances from chemists’ shops, and In most outlandish quarters, 
and therefore It seems very reasonable that boxes of remedies 
should come Into fashion, and whether masters of foxhounds or 
huntsmen prepare such requisites themselves, or some enterpris¬ 
ing chemists will make up cheap puppy medicine chests, 1 feel 
sure I have made a very good suggestion.— J}eU't Hfe.

The international Collie Trials. 


In accordance with tbe announced programme, the trials com¬ 
menced at two o'clock on Tuesday, Sept. 31, and were held dally 
during the International Sheep Show, which ended Sept. 26. 

The trials were held under the following 
RULES. 

The colllo trials will be held uodcr the poreonai direction of the 
euperlutendent to charge, and lor theeo trials blank applications for en¬ 
try, contalnlug columns for name, age, sex, color-marks, etc., of ihe 
dog. may bo obtained of the secreiarles up to the time of ruonine. 
KoDiidlB will be provided for tbe doge. No dug ceo be eotercdi except 
for tiiftl. 

Bacb dog competing will be required to take #ve sheep from u pen, 
drive Ibom a ceriaio dietancc to aDother, and pen them there. 

A frc»b flock of aheep will be provided for each dog. He, iu driving, 
may bark or not aa mfy bo hia habit, hot biting hia aheep will be a de¬ 
merit. 

Each shepherd may take hia dog over tbe ground before the abeep ere 
brought lu, and ahow orteil him what he wanta him to do. 

The shepherd may precede or follow the sheep aa he may chooae; be 
will not he permitted to aaaiat hia dog, except by voice or gestnro. llal- 
looiDs, berating, or much bidding, or ootee, will detract from The eali- 
mate of the performance of the dog. 

When a dog is working, no utber doga ehali be present to distract hla 
atteullon. 

No person except the anporlntendeDt ill charge, and tbe membera of 

juw, shall enter ibetheop ring while the aog la working. 

The Jury will carefully note the dUpoaitlon and docility of tbe dif¬ 
ferent flocka of aheep. and make due allowance for those which are 
more wild than olhera. 

Kwh shepherd will have the privilege of exhibiting the working of 
hia dog, by cbpoalng bis own kind of work with the aheep, after the reg¬ 
ular trial baa been completed, He may also show the training of bis 
dog for other practical purposes as a farm or bouse dog. 

Oogs and bltchee fifteen months old, or over, must compete In tho 
aged wlaas. Pupple** under fifteen montha, having competed in tbe pop¬ 
py class, will aleo be eligible for entry In the aged class. 

All ties will be run off ou flocks of three sheep. 

rractablUty. ready obedience, ateadiuesa in driving, gontloneas In 
working t^ sheep, and general aptitude In the dog for the baslneaa be¬ 
fore him, will havedue mflueDCe with thejury In making tbe awards.

Those of your readers who visited the Ceutenolal will remem¬ 
ber the large tract of ground between tbe main building and Elm 
avenue; duriog tbe Ceutenolal the mineral annex was located 
here. At our late state faira It has been used as a parade ground 
for the horse exhibition. This was the place selected for the col¬ 
lie trial. 

A course In the form of a horseshoe was laid out. A single 
rail placed on posts four feet high, defined the track, which was 
sixty feet wide; the pens were placed at the open end of the 
course. The dog to take the sheep out of pen No. 1, drive them 
around tbe track through a line of flags ami pen them In pen No. 
8 , tbe pens being about sixty yards apart In a direct line, and tbe 
sheep-drive from pen to pen around the course about seven hun¬ 
dred yards. 



Promptly at 3 o’clock on Tuesday afternoon a large, but or- 
derly crowd came pouring out of tbe main building to wltneae 
the contest. Tbe north and west side of the course was soon a 
dense mass of people, and more continually arriving. 

Tbe Judges by this time had stepped Into the ring and directed 
the owners of the dogs to draw lota for places. This being done, 
five sheep were put Into pen No. 1, and everything was in readi¬ 
ness tor the contest. 

TBB TRIALS. 

The first dog called was Lad, owned and worked by Oeo. Tay¬ 
lor, of Sheffield, Eng. Lad Is s srAmth coated, black, white and 
tan dog, of good appearance, full of go, and. If properly handled, 
will be a difficult one to beat. At the word the pen was opened, 
and the dog sprang tp, driving tbe sheep out with a rush; and 
Just here Is where many of the competitors made a grievous 
mistake; Instead of starting the sheep out quietly, they were 
brought into tbe course with »rash, and at once demoralized. 

Lad’s lot were wild, aod the way they were started did not 
tend to restore their ooofldence. Off they went, down the north 
side of the coarse, on tbe Jump, followed by tbe dog. Here Lad 
stopped them abont a third way down. S 9 arcely had be bnoched 
them when a ram made a break and went throngh the crowd, tbe 
dog In hot paisult; the balance of tbe Sock soon followed. In a 
abort time tbe dog retnrned with four of them, and, driving them 
throngh the second flags, retnrned to hoot np the mlialog one 
This fellow be toiind in tbe laaln building, wbero'ba wae fratar- 


nlztng with a flock of merlnoea. Lad brought him out In a harry, 
but Instead of Joining hla fellows, and proceeding quietly along, 
as a well ordered aheep should do, he took refuge among some 
large stone slabs near the Inclosure of the animal photographer, 
which stands In tho middle of tbe parade ground. Here the re¬ 
fractory ram made a dead stand, charging the dog every time be 
approached him, upsetting him several times to the great amuse¬ 
ment of the crowd, but to the discomfiture of owner and dog. 

At last, Taylor losing temper and Judgmeut, directed Lad to 
“ bite him,” which he promptly did by seizing tbe ram by tbe 
nose. This was all wrong, as biting a aheep, under the rules, la 
marked a positive demerit. No good resulted from tliie change 
of tactics, ae the ram was now fally enraged aod at bay. The 
Judges seeing this, ordered tbe dog taken up. 

Taylor’s mistake was in not sending tbe dog after tbe other 
four and bringing them down to tbe obatlnate sheep, when all 
could have been easily driven off together. Hls want of judg¬ 
ment lost him a place In tbe trial, aod subjected a good dog to 
the ignominy of a defeat. This trial occupied 35 minutes. 

Tweed II was the next dog called. He Is owned by Dr. J. W. 
Downey, New Market, Md.| and was worked by Mr. Phebus. Five 
fresh sheep were penned, and everything being ready, Tweed was 
sent In and tbe sheep driven out. They broke immediately, two 
of tbem going down the track In a run. Tweed followed, and 
brought them back. It was now plain to every one that tbe dog 
had a flock wild enough to furnish plenty of fun, for scarcely did 
be have them bunched before they broke m maue throngh tbe 
crowd. Tbe dog stuck to them In tbe most determined mauner, 
aod after a protracted bout brought them once more ou tbe coarse 
without a sheep mlaslng. From here to the turn he drove tbem 
through tbe flags without much difficulty. There, however, fresh 
trouble began. At this point there were several loads of loose 
straw and a two-horse wagon; here they made one of their char- 
acterlatlc breaks and took refuge under the wagon. Tweed dis¬ 
lodged them repeatedly, only to have them slip lu on tbe other 
side. After an arduous time he got them out into the straw- 
piles. Here one ewe rebelled but the dog quickly settled tbe 
business by running sgalnst and capsizing ber. She attempted 
to bury ber head In the straw, but Tweed rooted ber out. He 
then started with them up the course toward tbe other pen, work¬ 
ing them along nicely until he reached tbe photograph Inclosure, 
where he deliberately penned tbem In a baslaess-llke mauner, and 
stood on guard. This amused the crowd greatly. Mr. Phebus, 
on coming up, discovered the dog's mistake and ordered them 
out. Tweed buetled tbem out ou to the track In a burry; one of 
tbe sheep here broke away and ran like a deer to tbe edge of the 
crowd; the dog followed In bot pursuit, caught him by tbe wool 
and tried to turn him, but failed, as with a Jerk the sheep broke 
away and dashed Into the crowd. After quite a chase the dog 
brought him back to the fluck. From here to the peu the drive 
was quiet enough, the sheep being apparently satisfied that the 
Indomitable Tweed would admit of no denial; turning the curve 
through the last flags, he drove tbem Into tbe pen amidst rounds 
of applause. Time, twenty-seven minutes. 

Oscar, a large black and tan collie. Imported and owned by T. 

S. Cooper, of Cooperaburg, Pa., was tbe next dog called; be was 
worked by bla owner. Starting bis sheep quietly from tbe pen 
to order, be fell In behind them, and they proceeded leisnrely on 
their Journey; reaching tbe east end of the traot ska 
tompXad ..a sjQvwere >t once stopped and brought hack. 

The dog drove tbem elowly and carefully np the south side of 
the track to the receiving pen; when tbj| 

^GoliadiSen urefuUy watching the proceedings, then waved 
his band, and Ostlnr, moving first on one side and then on tbe 
other, forced the sheep quietly to the door of the pen. One 
started In, tbe rest followed, and the Job was done. Mr. Cooper 
and bis dog received ao ovation from the crowd, and over¬ 
whelmed by the compliment, forgot an Important part of the pro¬ 
gramme, which was to cloee the door of the pen. The result was 
that the aheep were frightened by the cheering, and rushed out 
Into tbe grounde pell mell. Oscar was Immediately sent after 
the truants, captured tbem, and going through tbe same manceu- 
vers, again penned tbem, receiving another round of applause. 
Time, twenty-one minutes. 

The next dog called waa Tom, known as the Philadelphia dog, 
by reason of bis long aervlce In driving sheep from the stock 
yards through the city to the Camden Ferries. He received a round 
of cheers when he appeared In the Inclosure; evidently he waa 
well known to many present. Mr. Pugh, whose business Is driv¬ 
ing sheep, employed tactics entirely different from the other 
compefltors. Calling Tom to hls heel they walked deliberately 
round the course from tbe starling pen to the finish, the dog 
evidently understanding the purpose; In the meantime five fresh 
aheep were plsced In the pen. After completing the circuit, Pugh 
called Tom and lifted him over Into the pen among the aheep. 
The dog walked quietly through and among tbem. When the 
judges called time tho pen was opened, and Tom started the 
sheep out. Recelying orders to go stow, he lowered hls tall and 
jogged along In a nonchalant manner in the rear of hls flock, 
the sheep being entirely paesiye under hls quiet method. 
Pugh walked wide of bis dog, and contented hlinaelf with 
an occasional remark to hls dog, «ol(o vote, or a signif¬ 
icant wave of hls hand. At the east end of tho track 
one break was made, but tbe dog got tbem In hand 
at once; again the conciliatory policy waa sMumed, Tom 
doing the business In a most Judgmatical manner, turning up 
the south side toward the finish sien. Pugh started on the lead, 
Tom behind bringing them along without a break until they 
reached the door of the pen; here the flock baited, huddled to¬ 
gether, evidently browing mischief If the opportunity offered. 
But Pugh le a general, and equal to any emergency, and Tom hla 
trusty ald-de-cnmp. “Speak to ’em Tom" and bow, wow, wow. In 
a sonorous tone showed that the dog understood the order, and 
tbe astonished sheep bolted Into the pen without further demur. 
Thie performance was well received, and Tom got three cheers. 
Time, eighteen minutes. This clossd the entertainment for the 
day. On Wednesday, at 10 o’clock a. m., the 

poppy CLASS 

was called; only two entries appeared. Fan, a black, white and 
tan bitch, owned by T. 8. Cooper, Coopersburg, Pa., was the Mrat 
called. She wae worked by Tom, Lord Walslngham’s shepherd, 
who has Just arrived with a flock of South Downs which Mr. 
Coopsr purchased from bis lordship, snd exhibited st the Inter¬ 
national Sheep Show. The bitch was bandied In a masterly man¬ 
ner and Is a first class performer; as she Is Jnst coming In heat, 
and scarcely rested from the voyage, her work under the clrcum- 
stancea waa something remarkable. With a fairly wild flock of 
sheep, she bunched, gathered them when they broke, worked 
tbem roDDd the coarse, and finally penned tbem In praiseworthy 
style. She la thirteen montha old. 

Lady Scotland waa the next called, a lltUe Uwny red puppy 
only alx months old. Tbe crowd rather Intimidated her at first, 
hot aa Boon aa she saw tbs sheep she went to work, the Instinct 
of tbe true bred ooUle asserting Itself. Alter various vicissitudes, 
alwiye -«««>««if to her sheep, she brought them round to the 
bonalng pen, drove Item In, and received the applause she de¬ 
servedly ame^ She la a most precocloot poppy and will make 
h« mark 














THE CHICAGO FIELD. 


Oct. 9, 1880. 


In the kfternoon »t 3 p. m., the remelnlng entriei In the aged 
claee were called. First came Joe, a handsome black and tan 
dog, floe style and excellent coat, next to Tweed, the best look¬ 
ing dog In the irUls, two years old, and worked by bis owner, 
John BIchner, of Philadelphia. With Judicious handling Joe will 
make a floe worker, but Is too wild at present to perform on five 
sheep. At the word be entered the pen, but started his sheep 
out with a rush. They broke at once; he got them together, but 
In a moment they scattered to the fonr winds. Here Is where 
high training and sheep dog knowledge would have come In play, 
but Ibis be did not possess; the result was disastrous failure. 
After a protracted struggle his owner abandoned the job and 
asked permission of the Judge to withdraw his dog, which was 
accorded. 

Sbep, owned by W. H. Blackhurst, Philadelphia, was next 
called. This dog Is a nondescript, queer looking, and peculiar 
in his actlouB. With a more Judicious haudler he mleht have made 
a better show, but Blackhurst seemed to have no clear Idea of 
what ho wanted the dog to do, and confused him with contra¬ 
dictory orders. The result was the sheep broke wildly time and 
again; eventually a ram turned at bay aud fairly whipped the dog 
off. After tiring the patience of Judges and lookers-on, the dog 
was ordered up, and the trials ended. 

In order to entertain the crowd and at the same time to get 
additional points to base their awards, the Judges decided that 
Tom, Tweed and Oscar should give an exhibition of flock driving, 
etc. 

Tom was the first called; about thirty sheep were turned out; 
he divided them, bunched them all together again, drove them 
away, brought them back, massed them around his owner, and 
finally penned them to order. 

Tweed was then called, and In his quick and alert style went 
through the same performance, and with equal merit. 

Oscar then duplicated the performance. Indeed, It Is unfair to 
draw comparison between such grand dogs—each bad his eoierie 
of admirers; It being, aa one of the Judges remarked, “ The 
shade of a bair" which was the best. 

This ended the exercises for the day, and the Judges retired to 
ballot OD tbe winner.

Editou Cuicaoo Field; — Id offering my rtual reply Ui this 
dissgreablo transaction cuncerning tbe Irregular perllgreu received 
with Dora, I wisb to preface my statements with the omli-rstHiid.

As to his questioning my honesty and In¬ 
tegrity, bis capability as a questioner and Judge I do not recog¬ 
nise. In regard to his assuming the role of Injured Innocence, 
It was entirely ' unnecessary for him to Immediately don the gar¬ 
ment unless it fitted. 

In conclusion I would state that had I been properly Informed, 
and all subsequent facts ascertained, as I had hoped, I undoubt¬ 
edly should have written Dr. Swander for explanations, as the 
proper persou acquainted with all the facts; and If In the future 
there Is anything more to be said, I will be most happy to open a 
private correspondence on the subject. A letter will always reach 
me at Flalbush, Kings county, L. I. I must give Dr. Swander 
credit for one thing; lie Is correct when he says, Dora Is good; 
and be might have added a rtmarkably handsome bitch.

Sooth Aeuican Does. —Speaking amongst other things of dogs 
In hts work “On Duty,” Parker Olllmore says that In addition to 
the ordinary variety of African wild dog, Lycaon pietut, he has 
come across another kind of dog In Africa. The other sort Is a 
large yellow beast, with many of the details in construction pecu¬ 
liar to the English mastiS. On the Limpopo and In Matabele- 
land he has seen the latter; and once when In company with a 
trader, they both of them mistook an example of this species for 
a Hon, so great was the similarity of color. “I have been told by 
natives,” continues Mr. Olllmore, “ who are, as I think, compe¬ 
tent to give an opinion, that the cross between them and the 
civlllEed animal produces one of the pluckiest brutes that can be 
found. Ill Soochong, and In other parU of Bamanwatto, I have 
seen representatives of this type, wbo have been much apprecia¬ 
ted by tliclr owners. If 1 were again to go on a hunting expedi¬ 
tion to Africa I should desire to have nothing but these animals 
with me, for the purpose of pursuing game, for unlike our Brit¬ 
ish breed, they would not descend to biding themselves under- 
iieatli, and even In the wagon, when opportunity offers, but 
would come out, and man, or rather dog-fully bay all aggressdra. 
At one period of my life, I wae as fond of, and trusted as much 
to the English dbg, as man could do; however, now my experi¬ 
ences of bis character under other than native circumstances, has 
caused me to lose all confidence in him, for no more sorry curs 
existed than the English half-bred bulldogs which were my com¬ 
panions during a previous sojourn In these hunting grounds; thus 
I would rather have a native cur than ever so finely bred an Eng¬ 
lish bound to be my companion In future.”— Land and Water, 


Quickly Torn Savaoes.—I n talking about the natural in¬ 
stinct of dogs, with a friend wbo haa considerable colonial expe¬ 
rience, I was Informed by him that animals which escape from their 
masters very quickly turn savages of the most approved type. A 
case he quoted was of a sheepdog bitch, wbo, when In whelp, 
was wrecked, and having come aebore, at once took to the bush’ 
from whence It was Impossible to Induce her to return, Sbe 
duly produced her whelps, and It was a labor'of months to ex¬ 
terminate the brood, wbo did ^reat mischief to the stock upon 
the neighboring runs. My friend's experience hae taught him 
that dogs thus situated are considerably more dangerous to life 
and property than bonajidt wild dogs, ae their quondam acquain¬ 
tance with the habits of man renders them good service In at¬ 
tacking ^r avoiding him.— Snglith Bzchange. 

A Smart Doo.—A gentleman Is the fortunate owner of two 
dogs, the one an honest old Newfoundlander, and the other a 
little black and tan terrier. One cold nlgbt last Winter, a friend 
wbo happened to be at the gentleman's house, heard the little 
dog barking at a furious rate, and Inquired the cause. “ I’ll tell 
you,” said the gentleman; “ both dogs occupy one house, and 
the big dog, on the principle that might makes right, takes the 
inside.

Editor Cbicaoo Field:—AV tillc vUltlng at my old home in 
Winnebago county, WIs., about the 1st of 8 iqitemlipr, I saw in 
one forenoon no less than four blue lierons while giving niy chil¬ 
dren a boat ride on tbe upper Fox river. Having left my gun at 
home I made no attempt at liuntlug during the week, but eouhl 
have bagged plenty of rails and a few ducks, bad I been armed 
and equipped. 

When I lived there some years ego, herons were rarely seen; 
In fact, I believe that during eome eight or ten years I saw only 
three, two of which I shot; one of them being only winged, fell 
In shallow water, and showed fight. I had an old setter dog 
which waded In to retrieve the strange game, but retired very sud¬ 
denly, bowling, with blood ooking from a severe wound near the 
eye, made by the sharp bill of the heron. 

I am at a loss to account for there being so many In that region 
this season, unless It la on account of tlic marshes along the 
river having been overflowed late In the Summer. A farmer 
node also told me that he had frequently seen a pair of large, 
white birds somewhat resembling the blue heron In shape, but 
considerably laiger, and bad been within good gun shot of them. 
A few swans had also been noticed. 

It used to be famous ground there for chicken and quail shoot¬ 
ing, and many a good hour's sport have I had when a youngster 
getting my hand In on chickens and ducks “on tbe wing;” but 
DOW both are quite rare along Fox River, although Rush Lake 
still affords fair duck and geese shixiting In season. Badoer.

THE WANTON DESTRUCTION OF DEER IN THE 
northwest. 


The wanton destruction of dee» having been frequently alluded 
to by many of onr correspondent!^, we have thoroughly Invcsll- e 
gated the subject, and with It the qutstlou of their Increase or e 
decrease In Northern Michigan and Wisconsin, and, we might f 
add, how long It will Uke to exterminate them, when the extent t 
to which they are killed there during the close season Is J 
considered. 

We have, perhaps, given It more time and attention than many < 
of our readers would think It worthy of; hut we deem the matter I 
one of great importance, not only to sportsmen, but to the public I 
In general, because these regions arc silinted so much closer to • 
the great hu6liiea.s centers, and are so mueh more easily reached i 
by the majority of sportsmen than the far Western stales and ( 
territories, that the preservation of game In them seems to us ol i 
greater Importance'at this time than In the latter mentioned ( 
localttlefi. 

Twenty-tour hours* ride fron Chlcigo, on either of three or * 
four railroads, will place one In the heirt of the great Northern 
pine regions, where it Is no exaggeration to say that deer are as i 
namerons to-day as are the cattle on our Illinois prairies. There 
are actually thousands of them there. The great belt of country 
lying along ths south shore of Lake Superior, about the head of . 
Lake Michigan, and mnning through to Lake Huron, Including 
the north half of Wisconsin, the Northern peninsula, and a por¬ 
tion of the Southern peninsula of Michigan, forms one of the fin¬ 
est natural deer preserves on the continent, and with a proper de- 
greeofrestralnt on the killing of them, there Is no reason why 
there should not be good deer hunting there for all time to come. 
There are whole counties In this tract In which there Is not an 
acre of ground cleared, and which never will be generally cleared 
up, for the reason that much of the land Is totally unfit for agri¬ 
cultural purposes. In these vast forests If deer were properly 
protected nine months In each year, they would be as plentiful 
fifty years hence as they are to-day. But they are not so pro¬ 
tected; 00 the contrary, they are being ruthlessly slaughtered 

every month In the year, In open violation and defiance of the 
existing game laws. In the majority of cases these wanton 
alanghterers make no secret of their violations of the law, but, 
on the contrary, openly boast to their friends of the numbers of 
deer they kill during the close season. 

To the true sportsman It Is a painful reflection that at the 
present rate at which these noble animals are being slaughtered In 
these secUons, ten years at the moet wlU compass their complete 
extermination. At the end of that time these great forests will 
be entirely devoid of deer. 

The Instances that have come to our knowledge showing the ex¬ 
tent to which this wholesale slaughter la being carried on out of 
season, are as numerous as they are sad and truthful. 

It Is a common practice with lumbermen to employ one or 
more men to shoot deer for each of their logging camps, all 
through the Winter. These logging camps employ from twenty 
to two hundred men each, and In many cases almost the only 
fresh meat the men have la venison supplied In this way. These 
profeeslonal deer hunters make contracts with the foreman of 
each camp to furolab a certain number or carcasses each week, 
and Invariably fill their contracts to the letter. In many In- 
atancea the proprietors of these camps, the men who are directly 
responsible for this nefarlons ayatem of butchery, to their shame 
be it said, are members of Congreas, members of the state legls 
Istnrea, and governors and ei-governora of the states. They are 
the men who make the laws and who should take the greatest 
Interest In their enforcement, but Inatead.dlrectly encourage their 
wholesale violation. A man now living In Tomab, Wla., was 
employed all last Winter in shooting deer for one of these camps. 
He continued It until the first of April, and now openly boasts 
that he made good wages at It. A gentleman who was fishing 
In the lumber country last Spring, Informs us that he saw over 
twenty carcasses of venison lying in a small creek, near where a 
lumber camp had broken up a few days before. The men had 
Bccumnlated this much more venison than they could uee, and 
not wishing to haul It out of the woods with them, had throwo It 
Into the creek to rot. Simply damnable. 

Handreda of deer are killed every Summer at salt llcka, and by 
the eld of torchea on the atreams and small lakes. We are re¬ 
liably Informed that laat Sommer the sheriff of Portage county, 
WlB., aat on a scaffold, at a Uck, aevel-al nighte In July and killed 
a number of deer. We have learned alao that a prominent busl- 
neae man of Wauaan, Wla., killed e deer one Snaday, In July, 
that being the fourth he bad killed within the mouth; a neighbor 


of this man's, we are alao Informed, killed eight between the first 
of June and the middle of July, and that another' neighbor killed nu 
one Friday night, another on Saturday night and another on ag 
Sunday night in July, and all at one aalt lick, only two and a eri 
half miles from town. A friend Informs us that be bad a letter co 
during July from a young man living a few miles southwest of vU 
Stevens Point, saying that he had killed a number of deer In the loi 
laat few days, and could send him aome nice saddles If he ^ould do 
like them. P* 

A Mr. Wood, who has been in the employ of the North Wls- pc 
consln Railroad Company, which road la now being built from as 
Hudson to Bayfield, aUtca that the men employed on the work th 
were fed on venison all Summer. We learn ^from eeveral wi 
hotel keepers In different towns In Wisconsin that they were able n« 
to buy all the venlaon they could use on their tables during the pi 
Summer, at their own prices. 

A new and Infernal device of capturing deer, with act guns E 
and steel traps, has come Into vogue with the men who make a w 
business of the wanton destruction and extermination of them. c< 
With these “aet” guns, and traps, Immense numbers of deer are fi 

killed and captured. These steel traps are heavy and strong el 

enough to hold a deer after It has been caught In one. Ow of 
the fraternity of deer murderers publicly states that he used 8| 
twenty of these traps last Winter, and with “ mighty good luck." w 
Mr. T. S. Powers, of Tomah, Wls., returned last July from an II 
extended canoe voyage up the Flambeau river and through a tong e 
chain of lakes In Lincoln county. Ke says the Indians In that e 
portion of the state and across the line In Michigan, were then s 
killing vast numbers of deer, and had been doing so all through a 
June and July; they were then killing and curing their n 
Winter’s supply of venison, and he knows of several In- e 
stances In which they killed does before they had dropped I 
their fawns. He knows also of other InaUnces In which c 

both the doc and fawn were killed while the latter was t 

St the teat. Mr. Powers has traveled extensively through Wis¬ 
consin, Is a close observer. Is deeply Interested In the protection i 
of game, and Is In correspondence with sportsmen and hunters In I 
different parts of the sUte, and he estimates, upon a careful i 
compilation of facte within his own koowIeJge, that at least fwo 1 
Uioiuauil deer were killed In Wisconsin within sixty days— ( 
June and July * 

We could go on and give column after column of Instancea to i 
show the slsrmlng extent to which this Illegal and Infamous : 
butchery Is being carried on both In Wisconsin and Michigan, 
but enough has been eald to show that It Is time for the friends 
of game protection to arise In their might and enforce the laws to 
the letter In every Instance where violations are known to occur, 

If they would not witness the speedy extermination of tbla noble 
game from the country about the great lakes. 

It Is claimed by some residents of the pineries that the deer 
are Increasing there. This may be true of certelu favored local¬ 
ities. but It cannot be true of the country In general. The en¬ 
croachments of the aettlemeota and of the lumbering bualneaa On 
their ranges have driven the deer clear up to the lake shores, as 
far north aa they can go; therefore, of course, In that section of 
country they are now more numerous than ever before; but It la 
safe to assume that the annual death-rate, from natural caueea 
and from their pursuit by hunters, oatnambere the annual birth¬ 
rate two to one; and beyond all reasonable doubt, their total ex¬ 
termination iB only a question of time. A few years hence a set 
1 of antlers will be treasured as a relic of the paat. 

The atatea In question have all the game laws that are neces¬ 
sary or desirable; that which Is needed la a vigorous and thorough 
enforcement of them. They are lame Id their most vital part 
In regard to the provisions for enforcing them. Aa the laws now 
stand In all our etates and territories It la made the duty of any 
! citizen to complain of vlolatlona. There are men In every town 
1 and settlement who would like to see these laws enforced, but 
the majority of those who violate them are men who would and 
do frequently violate other laws, criminal aa well as civil; men 
t who respect neither the laws of God or man; men who are reck¬ 
less, and who would not acruple to destroy the property, or even 
r the life, of anyone who might prosecute them for killing a deer; 

1 peaceable citizens therefore do not like to take the risk of 
y entering a complaint against them. There are the Indiana, for 
y Instance, who are constantly .violating the game laws; they know 
a neither law nor jnetlee. There are, consequently, very few who are 
f willing to have one of these vagabonde arreated and Imprisoned, 

, and then take the rlak of the danger that would ensue to hie own 
1 - property or person, when the red skin’s term of Imprisonment had 
y expired. Tet these Indians are held amenable to other lawa, 
e both civil and criminal; why should they not be also held amena- 
s hie to the game lawal In other cases, as those prevloualy men- 
e Honed, well-to-do farmers and lambermen violate the lawa. The 
it business man who would prosecute them would not only make 
ir hitter enemies of them, but would lose their custom and that of 
IB others whom the offended party could Influence. In many of theee 
s. northern towns a merchant’s main dependence Is on his trade 
;b with lumbermen. Should he make them hie enemies by proa®- 
ig cutlcg them, his occupation would be gone, 
sr What then, la the remedyl We are of the opinion that the only 
a aolntlon of the difficulty, the only means by which the game laws 
id can ever be successfully and generally enforced, lain the appolntr 
id ment of game conatablea, or other officers In each county where 
It game exists, whose sole duty It shall be to patrol the country, 
ferret out and bring to justice all offenders. -Let these offleete be 
jy appointed by the governor of each state, so that they ehall not 
e- be dependent on the public for their poeitton; they can then 
y, discharge their dutlee fearlessly. With the law at their back, 
id and Ita.eDforeemenl their only occupation, even the ootlawe will 
il- respect them, while any private cltlaen who causes their arrest 
y, and punlebment, la always regarded as a meddler or a persecutor, 
or and la often retaliated on In some way. 
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This plan of game constablet or police, we have diacuaaed with a 
number of cltlzena of the etatee In question,and they have Invariably. 
agreed with ns that In some such plan le their only hope of a gen¬ 
eral enforcement of their fish and game laws. They say they 
coold and woifild report to such an offlcer,prlvateIy,all the cases of 
violation that might come within their knowledge,eo that he could 
look np the evidence end bring the culprits to jnetlee, where they 
do not now dare to publicly complain of them. Some might 
perbapa,object to this system on the ground of t)>e additional ex¬ 
pense It would entail upon the tax-payers; but not necessarily so, 
as competent men could be procured at salaries of from one 
thousand to twelve hundred dollars a year; one for each county 
would be sufficient, and the fines would be quite enough to very 
nearly, if not entirely, pay the salaries. Then the value to the 
public In an economic point of view must be conaldered. Of our 
food Bupply the game and fish form no Inconsiderable portion. 
Exterminate them and the advance In price of other meat foods 
would be very forcibly realized. Independent of this, a h)glciilc 
consideration of the subject must not be overlooked, and the 
fact must be borne In mind that both fish and game afford a 
change of diet, which all know la conducive to health. 

We commend this plan to the careful consideration of the 
sportsmen and citizens generally of the atatea and territories 
where the enforcement of game laws la desirable. We commend 
It to the law-making powers of those etatee and territories, and 
we trust that tbla or some other effective measure for the pres¬ 
ervation of the fish and game of the groat NorthwesS, may be 
speedily put Into operation. We do not urge It from any per¬ 
sonal motives; we urge It on hebslf of the Ihousaude of legiti¬ 
mate sportsmen, business men, mechanics, farmers, homestead¬ 
ers, or no matter what their occupation, who detest this heartless 
butchery of game out of season, who love the excitement of the 
chase or the faaclnetlon of the still hunt, at the proper season of 
ihe year; and though last, not least, as a aource of food supply. 

It makes us sad when we tbiuk that thla damnable alaushtcr 
of game and flab should be permitted, and that but a few years 
from now America, the fairest portion of the earth, the sporls- 
man’a paradise, will be despoiled of her game. And to think 
that thla disgraceful slaughter should be participated In and en¬ 
couraged by the very men who frame the lawa for the protection 
of game and fish 1 The greed of money In the Instances we have 
mentioned, eiders so deeply Into the souls of these men that they 
reck little the consequences, so long as they fill their pockets. 
And then comes the wanton slaughterer, but little worae than 
the man whose creature he Is, who destroys In season and out of 
season, for the gold of bis employer. And the game-butcher 
sportsman, the jackdaw In peacock’s feathers, whose only idea of 
I what a aportsman should be. la to be able to brag of his wanton 
slaughter. 

• A day of regret la surely coming; but, unfortunately, It wlU h« 

- too late. Destroy thq.game, destroy the fish, and a great aource 

- of food supply Is not only destroyed, but a aource of recupers- 
1 tlon for exhausted bodies and brains; for, with neither game to 
j shoot nor flab to catch, the charm of the forests, nature’s great 
f health restorer, will have been lost. Destroy all theee aod the 
a very foundation for healthy bodies and vigorous brains will have 
a been destroyed. 


THE NEW YORK CANIE CONSTABLES. 

Whether an efficient executive officer In other respects, we do 
not know, aa not being within our sphere we have paid but little 
attention to hla official acts, and, therefore, are not competent 
to paes an opinion, but we do know that, ao far aa the propaga¬ 
tion of fish, and the protection* of game are concerned, Gov. 
Cornell has exhibited a wretched Ignorance of the queatlon, and 
baa puraued a policy which must necessarily attach to him the 
odium of the sportsmen of New Tork State In particular, and of 
the protectors of fish generally. 

The last legislature paased a bill providing for the appointment, 
by the Governor, of eight game conatablea, who should hold their 
office for three years at an annual salary of five hundred dollars 
each, and be allowed traveling expenaea not to exceed two hun¬ 
dred and fifty dollars. The bill was drawn by Mr. John E. Deve- 
lln with great care, and was the result of many years’ experience 
and consideration of the question, as being the only efficient way 
to anppresB the Illicit killing and traffic In game and fish. As 
drawn, the bill la a good one, and conld Gov. Cornell have 
dropped the politician, and carried It out In the spirit of the 
framer, and aa common aenae should have dictated. It would have 
met the exigencies of the occasion; but Instead of doing so be 
has perverted the original Intention, and made the office a polit¬ 
ical one. 

We haff the pleasure of apendlng a portion of our vacation 
with Mr. Develln, at Beach Haven, N. J., during which, among 
other subjecte discussed, was this very bill and the appolnt- 
mente, which Mr. Develln had heard had been made. Although 
not announced, Mr. Develln was aware that Gov. Cornell’s Inju- 
dlclona appolntmento had In a great measure defeated the object 
of the blU, and had Impaired Ito uaefulneas. He had no Idea In 
framing the bill that the office would be made a political one; 
but naturally supposed that a proper dletributlon of the game 
coneUblee would be made, with a due conalderatlon to the re¬ 
quirements of the localities, as well is the fitneaa of the men ap-

It Is most Im- 
portiot that the measures for the suppression of the Illicit trifflc 
la game should be most effective. We have always advanced 
the argument that If the sale of game could be stopped In the 
cities during the close season, the Inceutlve to kill It would be 
destroyed, ss the men who shoot for the market out of season 
do not shoot for the pleasure of shooting, but simply for the 
revenue It brings. Without a market to dispose of their game 
they would not have an object In shooting, as there would not be 
any Inducement for them to do so, and they could not aOord 
either the time or the expense. 

The nearest game constable to New York Is at Hudson, a 
hundred and fourteen miles from New York, while Albany, only 
twenty-cigbt miles from Hudson, has one, and Cobicsklll, forty- 
live miles from Albany, has another. What game there maybe 
now In Albany, Columbia and Schoharie counties, we know not; 
but when we lived East there were not probably three counties 
In the state which had so little game in them, and we see no 
reason to believe, from what we know has been done In a gen¬ 
eral way toward tbe propagation of fish and the protection of 
game, that these counties have multiplied In game and flab suffl- 
clent to need so much protection over and above other portions 
of the state known to bo more prolldc In game and fleb, left to 
look after tlieinselves. lu Ureeou and Orange counties there are 
more game and Hsh than lu all three ot those mentioned, and on 
Long Island twice. If not three times, as much. 

But when we consider the action of Gov. Cornell In vetoing the 
appropriation for continuing the propagation of tlsh after the 
immense public good it has done, we should not be surprised at 
tbe lack of judgment he has displayed In his appointments of 
game constables. But for the public-spirited action of tbe Sab 
commissioners in personally defraying the expenses of carrying 
on the propagation of Bsh, snd trusting to the legislature next 
year to reimburse them, the flsb hatcheries of New York State 
woiild^-day be closed, and the public Injured to an Inestimable 
amount, not only In having a source of their Qsh food supply 
stopped, hut In the amount It would require to put everything in 
running order again, and the damage to the hatcheries from not 
being used, and wbtcb have been established at a large expendi¬ 
ture of both money by tbe state, and gratuitous labor on tbe 
part of those interested In the subject. Let us hope that the 
next governor New York has, will be a mao of more Intelligence 
on tbese subjects.

LIttlewood, tbe victor In Sir John Ast- 
ley’s recent seventy-two hours, twelve hours a day race, who 
covered 420 miles, will also, lu all probability, And backers to 
put bim In, and Hazel snd old Corkey are reported as competitors, 
thus including all the Englishmen who have done first class 
wolk. It wiU;be seen that Pegram, the colored pedestrian, who 
finished second to Hart In the last O'Leary belt race, and Harry 
Howard who was second to Murphy In the first race for the Iiisb- 
Amerlcau champion’s trophy, knd Dobler who went over with 
O'Leary last week, will have no easy job on their hands. If the 
race Is determined purely by merit and no calculations for tbe 
future influence tbe result. It is more than probable that Rowell 
will continue In possession of the world’s championship, and 
Blower Brown will get more travellug out of the Americans than 
they bargain for at this time to do for second place.

but found the same rattling, cheerful pace maintained over heavy 
or light roads by means of a fvs-r or ehvek-k, the beast turning to 
the right or left, and stopping with but a blot from the reins. 
This treatment If extended to all tbe animals they press Into 
their service. Often have I admin d tbe tact exhibited on getting 
a large drove of sheep through narrow, crowded streets and alleys 
by merely having a little boy to lead one ot tbe quietest of the 
flock In front; the others steadily followed,with out the aid either 
from a yelping cur or a cruel goad. Cattle, pigs, aud MrJs are 
•qually cared for." 


Thb Daisy.— We have received from Mr. H. R. Corley, of 
Quincy, Ill., a photograph of his little stesmer Dstsy, length thirty- 
six and one-half feet, width twelve feet over all, draught thirteen 
Inches, fully licensed throughout, and having on board, Mr. Cor¬ 
ley writes, " one of the beet boilers that aver stood—Inspectlou."

His onice docs not vest him with ofllclal authority to prosecute 
violators of the law and protect the fish, but the law gives him 
tbe power as an Individual, and he usee It.

Ahbkican Horses. —The assistant commissioners, who were 
sent to America by tbe Royal Agricultural Commission, In their 
report, state that tbe American cart horse Is a much lighter ani¬ 
mal than the English, and there Is, therefore, no necessity for 
tbe great weight and strength of the cart horse In England. The 
speed of our trotters surprised them. "Tbe amount of space an 
American trotter passes over In a minute," they declare, "Is 
really wonderful, and the speed seems yearly on tbe Increase. 
But tbe style of going," they think, "Is hardly what would be 
termed trotting In England. It is more of a run than a trot, and 
there Is little high action among these trotters.” 

Bonbsettbr.— It was a gallant victory that Bonesetter woo 
at St. Louis, beating Monroe Chief, Voltaire, Will Cody, Kittle 
Bates and Headlight. He finished third In tbe first heat, and then 
won in three straight beats. This, coupled with bis victory at 
Chicago, shows that bis failure in tbe early part of the season to 
realize tbe expectations of bis owner and friends was not bis 
fault, but from improper care and handling. In Dan Mace’s 
bands he Is getting to be himself again. We have always 
pinned our faith to Bonesetter, and we propose to let It remain 
there. He Is a great horse. 

American Food for Enolano.— Notwithstanding the legisla¬ 
tion In England to prevent the Importation of American cattle, 
sheep and pigs, the Increase this year bas been very great over 
last year. From the Hue Stock Journal we learn that In one week 
last month the Iowa, Bohemia, Palestine, Toronto, Lake Nepl- 
gOD, Lascelles, City of Montreal, Germania, and Helvetia, all 
carried either animals or carcssses; and the total amounted to 
2,206 live cattle, 2,304 live sheep, 636 live pigs, 8,993 quarters 
of beef, 802 carcasses ot mutton, and 116 carcasses of swine.

The trip was pleasant and rapid. By the Kankakee Line we 
left Central Indiana at 2 p. m., and the next day, at the same 
hour, tbe Northwestern road landed ua at Quionesec, a new, trim 
town, with a genuine boom In business. A rich mine of Iron 
ore, of tbe best quality. Is located here, sod gives It life. It Is a 
matter of Intense Interest to a novice to Inspect this work.

Dolpb (that’s tbe other fellow) gets two fair shots at s doc 
near camp. Being down a steep hill, probably over shot. I 
watch runway. About sunset a doe came shyly trotting by. A 
moment of thrilling emotions, a flash and roar of my gun, and 
she lies prostrate In the path. I rush up, gun presented, fearing 
she may recover. She leaps up, and a second shot secures her. 

Fifth. —By break of day. Major and I start south together.

Dittniar and Chilled Shot. 

SOHBRSBT, OniO. 

Editor CnicAOO Fibld: —From the great praise lately given 
the Ulltuiar powder by different correspondents of your paper, 
I was lid to hope that the powder bad beeu greatly Improved, 
and In consequence I sent to E. K. Tryon, of Philadelphia, and 
got a can of the new tnipruved Dlltmar sporting powder, marked 
on the can with a big “ C." 

I tried It with three drams, and one ounce of shot, but got 
no penetration. I only rammed like black powder as the direc¬ 
tions on can stated. 1 then tried four and five drams, and one 
and a quarter ounces of shot, lightly rammed with two and even 
three No. 10, pink-edge wads, In a 13-bore braes shell. Still I got 
poor penetration, both In paper pads and at oyster cane. I then 
tried the Same charges well hammered, and got some good pat¬ 
terns and penetration, nearly equal to black powder, but no two 
shots seemed to have the same force. I then tried It at the trap, 
and while my pigeons were well “feathered,” they generally went 
hume, none but the Incomers being kdled clean. 

It eeems that t i get penetratl.m It roust be well pounded; and 
how are we to know Just bow much to hammer It to kill the 
bird, and yet not burst the gun ! There Is no doubt but that the 
Uittmar, when fresu made, and well rammed, will kill birds, and 
break balls, at short range; but that It Is equal to the black pow¬ 
der fur haid hitting and clean killing, I deny. 

.Mr. Von Longercke asks why It IsthatB igardus has no trouble 
with It! Allow me tosaythatl verymiich doubt If B'lgardus ever 
ha.s used It unmixed at pigeons In the open air for high stakes; all 
reports to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Now, as to chilled shot. While I admit that It will penetrate 
deeper into a board or a paper pail, yet I deny that It has the 
killing power of the soft shot. Docs not a soft shot which 
spreads nod flatteos out, and rem.dns in the bird, give more 
shoek, and kill quicker than the hard pellet which goes through 
like a shoemaker's awl, and only makes a punctured wound) If, 
as it admitted by all, that the soft expanding Express bullet bas 
more killlug power ou big game than the long hardened bolt, then 
It must follow that soft shut bas more sudden death in It than 
the hard. ' Old Gunnkk. 


Mt. Pulaski, III., Sept. 29.—It may bo of Interest to some of 
your readers, especially those who claim the title of “crack 
shot,'' to learn that we have the “best chicken shot’’ not more 
than five miles from here. George Ring, thirteen years old. and 
son of Mr. James Ring (who by the way owns one of the best 
cultivated farms around here), one day last week noticed a flock 
of chickens flying Into the corn-field. He at once crouched Into 
a furrow running along the corn-field, waiting for something to 
"turn up.” He Just got Into good position, shot-gun even at 
rest, when a number of chickens came out of tbo corn-field and 
he lammed It to them and killed six chickens In one shot. I 
have never heard of anything equaling It, and rather doubt that 
It has ever lieen beaten. There will to all appearance, be an 
abundance of quails, while prairie chickens are rather scarce In 
Cenlrsl Illinois. 2 

[We hope you never did before hear of such a number 
killed by such miserable pot-huotlng, and it Is to be hoped you 
will not again. No wonder prairie chickens are scarce with you, 
if such put-buntliig Is common In your neighborhood.

Tbe Boston Fish Market. 

RBOaiPTB AND PBIUIS OP COD AND UACKBRSL—OLOUCBSTBH 
riBUINO VOYAOBS. 

The Boston fish market Is well supplied with both cod and 
mackerel. There Is no scarcity of any of tbe principal market 
fish, unless It be of salmon or alewives. of which there have 
been hut very light, or no recelpb. Cod of good quality has 
been In ample supply here, and, although tbe recelpb have been 
considerably In excess of last week and of the week before, the 
market has bken the most of them at fair figures. Bank pickled 
have sold at #3.60@4, and hank kenebed have brought fl3.75@4; 
medium have sold for. $2.75@3. Hake, which are In good sup¬ 
ply, may be quoted at |1@1.12*; haddock, |1.75@2; pollock, 
|1.75@2. Boxed herring, which have fallen off In receipts from 
last week, sell for 16@23c. Pickled herring. Nova Scotia epilb, 
bring 4*@4*c. The recelpb of mackerel have fallen 3,511 
barrela short of last week, and 774 barrels short of the week 
before, but this lull In recelpb has given tbe market a little time 
to work off some of the surplus, and It Is In a better stab than a 
week ago. The quubtlone here would be t3@3.50 for No. 4, 
$4 for No. 3, $6.50 for No. 2, and S13@U for No. 1. All tbe 
above pricea are cargo rates; retail prices would, of course, range 
higher. The recelpb of mackerel at Gloucester this week have 
been about 10,000 barrels.

Speaking of boneless codfish, the Hm ald't Gloucester corres¬ 
pondent says the fi-h more largely used than any other for put¬ 
ting up the best grsiles of boneless st that port, are those caught 
on Georges banks, called Georges codfish, and of late years the 
voyages are made at all seasons of tbe year. The trips or voy¬ 
ages are only of two or three weeks’ duration, according to their 
success In taking fares, and the vessels do not go prepared for 
long voyages. The fish are brought Into port "round,” as It Is 
called, and are prepared for pickle by gangs of men who are 
cal ed “ splitters.” All of the 350 or 400 sail of fishermen who 
ssll from Gloucester are fitted out at “ halves,” as It Is called. 
The men have half they catch, or one-half of the proceeds of the 
fish, and the vessel the other half, after deducting the bills for 
bait, water. Ice, etc. If It la a trawling voyage, after taking out 
the vessel’s share, the remaining half la divided equally between 
the fishermen, tbe captain Included; but, If It be a band-line voy¬ 
age, each man shares according to the number of fish he 
catches. Tbe method of keeping the accounte, is for each 
man to cut the tongue out of every fish he catches, and 
these tongues are scored to bis account at night by the cap¬ 
tain. Ou settlliig up tbe accounts of the voyage, after taking 
out the vessel’s one-half, each man shares In the other half ac¬ 
cording to the number of tongues there are scored to bis account. 

In settling a Gloucester mackerel voyage the same method Is 
In use as with a codfish trip; seiners share equally after taking 
out the vessel’s part, but band-liners receive, each man according 
to hie catch. The fisherman salts by himself, and, when he bas 
caught a full barrel he puts hls private mark upon It before It Is 
stowed away. Each barrel counts to the catcher In the settle¬ 
ment of the voyage. These methods of voyage setllements are 
In vogue In Gloucester, which Is one of the most extensive fish¬ 
ing ports In the United States. 

Gloucester also puts up great quantities of boneless codfish, 
and her fishermen are exposed to all the dangers Incident to ob¬ 
taining the flab. “Since 1830,” according to the /fcrald’a cor¬ 
respondent, “ there have been lost 365 fishing vessels belonging 
to Gloucester, valued at $1,500,000, and more than 1850 brave 
men have gone down upon the fishing grounds. The story Is 
full of sadness, sspeclslly to those engaged tn the fishing busi¬ 
ness. Scarcely a month—nay, even a week—passes, that some 
fishing vessel does not arrive In this harbor with her flag at half- 
mast for the loss of some one of her crew. It Is certainly a risky 
and cruel business where three per cent, of tbe men employed 
and one-fifteenth of the caplul Invested are annually lost by dla- 
aater. Nearly tbe total loss of property falls upon Gloucester 
alone, as tbe insurances are, nineteen-twentieths of them, made 
In a mutual office In the year 1874 alone nearly 200 men 
were lost from tbe Gloucester fishing fleet, and In one gale In 
1878, 133 of her fishermen found watery graves .”—Botlon UmBd. 

Comparison of Pish with Other Food. 

Among tbe several papers read by Prof. W. O. Atwater, before 
the American Association for tbe Advancement of Science, at 
Boston, tbe following upon fish as a food we reproduce In short, 
as being of special Interest to our readers. 

Prof. Atwater’s paper gave the results of an Investigation made 
under the auspices of the Smithsonian Institution and the United 
States Fish Commission. They Included analyses of s large num¬ 
ber of specimens of more common food llshee, whose details, 
though quite extended, were mainly of theoretical value. Some 
of tbe applications, however, were of much practical Interest. In 
100 pounds of tbe flesh of fresh cod we have 88 pounds of wati r 
and only 17 pounds of solids, while tbe flesh of tbe salmon con- 
Ulns only 661 per cent of water and 38* percent, of solids; that 
Is to say, about one-sixth of tbe flesh of cod, and one-third of 
that of salmon conslate of solid, that la, nutrlUve substances, the 
rest being water. Lean beel, free from bone, contains about 75 
per cent, water and 25 per cent, solids. The figures for some

The subject has, of late, attracted unusual attoiitiou. The 
chemlco-pbyalologlcal Inveatigatlon of the paat two decudes baa 

brought us where wo can Judge with a cooelderable degree of 
accuracy, from the chemical composition of a foot! material, what 
Is Ite value for nourishment as compared with other foods. I Iib 
bulk of tbo best late Investlgatlous of this subject has been made 
Iu Germany, where a large number of chemists and physinlo.'iata 
are bnaying themselves In the experimental study of the laws of 
animal nutrition. They have already got so far as to feel ibeiii- 
selvcs warranted In computing the relative values of our conmiou 
foods, and arrange them In tables, which are coming Into popular 
use. The valuations are based upon the amounls of ulbuiniiiolds, 
carbo-hydrates and fate, each being rated at u certain sUiidunl, 
Just as a grocer makes out hls bill for a lot of sugar, lea uixl cot- 
fee, by rating each at a certain price per pound, and adding the 
sums thus computed to make the whole bill. A table was given 

showing the composition of a Hat of animal foods. Thus it ap¬ 
peared that, while medium beef bas about tbree-foarths )vater 
and one-fourth solids, milk Is seveu-eighths water and one-eighth 
solids. Assuming a pint of milk to weigh a pound, and speaking 
roughly, a quart of milk aud a pound of beefsteak would ' olh 
contain tbe same amount—about four ounces—of 6t)liaB. But 
the quart of milk would not be worth as much for food as tlio 
pound of steak. The reason Is that tbe nutrlenta of the steak 
are almost entirely albuminoid, while the milk contains a g.Hxi 
deal of carbo-hydrates and fate, which have a lower nulrilive 
value. According to the valuations given, taking incdluin licof 
at 100, we should have for like weights of flesh, free from l)<)))e;

The cost of the nutritive material in one 
sample of halibut was 57 cents, Knd In the other $ 14 .') re.r poiiml 
though IX)th were purchased In the same place at the same in ice, 
1.5 cents per pound gross weight. In closing. Prof. A'water 
referred to the widespread but uofnunded nntinii that fist) is |)ar- 
llculsrly valuable for brain fooit on account of Ite large cuiiicnt 
of phosphorus. Suffice It to say that there Is no cvldcncn ns yet 
to prove that the flesh of fish is specially richer In phosphorus 
than other meats are, and that, even If it were so, there Is no 
proof lhal It would he on that account more valuable for l)r.ilo 
food. The question of the nourishment of the brain and Ihc 
sources of Intellectual energy are too abstruse for speedy solution 
In the present condition of our knowledge. 

Growth and Size of Carp. 

In rivers and lakes carp grows larger, although the same fish ; 
for the reason, probably, that In a large space, which at the samn 
time yields more sheltered retreats. It escapes from the pursuit 
of man more easily than In regular arllficlal poods and finds 
more plentiful supplies of food. The question of the sprcice, or 
I would rather say the race. Is of great moment, partlciilarlv in 
respect to carp-culture In ponds. A favorable result niav he'ex¬ 
pected from the cnlturc of this fish wherever the necessary water 
Is to be found, be It In the North or South, and that, too. as well 
III ponds as In open lakes and rivers. The normal weight which 
s carp may attain to In three years, whether it he scale carp, 
mirror carp, or leather carp. Is an average of three to three and 
oiie-quarter pounds; that Is, a fish which has lived two Summers, 
cniistquently Is eighteen months old, will weigh two and ilirec- 
quarters lo three and ooe-balt pounds tbe year following. The 
growth may turn out to be even more favorable In a w.hi iii year 
or If only a few fishes hsve been placed In a pond. IJarp may 
reach a very advanced age, as specimens are to he found In Aus¬ 
tria over 140 years old. Tbe Increase In length only continues 
up to a certain age, but its circumference increases up to Us 
thirty-fifth year. I have seen some common carp, In the soiitlicm 
parts of Europe—In tbe lowlands of llnngary, Scrvla, Croatia 
Wallachia, as also In Moldavia and the Buckowlna-which 
weighed from thirty to forty pounds and more, measuring nearly 
three and one-half feet In length by two and three-quarters feet 
In circumference. 

This fish needs from fifteen to eighteen months of growth, to 
gain, according to low estimation, the weight of three pounds 
without being fed. But much more satisfactory results arc fre¬ 
quently arrived at when favorable circumstances combine, when 
It will reach a greater weight. There are some cullurlsts who 
obtain In the same space of time fishes of four pounds’ weight; of 
course they possess warmly-situated ponds, whlcli thaw very 
early in Spring, and perhaps they assist nature In some degree by 
feeding the fishes. I have done so myself In two successive 
yesrs, which were exceptionally warm, when I fed the lislies 
with the almost worthless msU-refuse or “grains.” They In 
creased visibly, end attained to tbe above-mentioned weight In 
tbe same space of time. This fifteen to eighteen months of 
the actual time of growth transpires during a period of three 
years and six months, is intervening months of Winter-sleep are 
to be Included, during which the growth Is Interrupted.— A'l'aA- 
ing Oazetle. 

Tub Tile Fisn.—A dispatch to the New York Herald from 
Newport, says: “ The United States Fish Commissioner steamer 

FIshbawk returned on the Uth Inst., from a trip to the Gulf 
Stream, laden with natural history treasures. Among them were 
specimens of the ‘Tile fish,’ described last year from specimens 
collected for tbe commission, and occurring In Immense numbers 
on tbo edge of tbe Gulf Stream, In from 100 to 500 fathoms. It 
is a fish of extreme beauty of color, having yellow spots on tbe 
fins, which are red, purple, etc. Its moat characteristic fcalure 
Is a fleshy fin on the top of its head, somewhat resembling that 
on the poatefior part of the back of the salmon.
